1 . Claims 27-35 are pending in this office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 14, 2008, is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

3. Claims 27-35 are allowed.

providing a data storage device for carrying by a game player; 

said data storage device containing biometric data of the game player; 

receiving data from said data storage device carried by a game player; 

pressing a button by a game player as part of the game; 

measuring biometric data of the game player by sensing the biometric data 
directly through the button as it is pressed by the game player; 
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comparing the parameters of the game player's biometric data sensed through 
the button with biometric data parameters directly obtained from a smart cord the data 
storage device carried by the game player, without involving a remote access database 
in the comparison, for player identification; 

storing the measured biometric data of the game player in the event that the 
player's biometric data sensed through the button does not match the biometric data 
parameters directly obtained from the data storage device carried by the game player; 
and 

not storing the biometric data of the game player if the game player's biometric 
data sensed through the button matches the biometric data parameters directly 
obtained from the data storage device.
